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Ths  piirpose  of  this  bibliography  is  to  illustrate  the  application 
of  social  science  theory,  methodology  a.nd  r-ocearch  to  urbcai  ac-ticn 
programs  and  to  social  policy  planning.  It  is  based  on  the  premise 
that  appropriately  applied  social  theory,  methodology  and  research 
c.\n  make  valuable  contributions  to  planning,  policy  development 
and  implementation.  The  reference  selection  is  oriented  primarily 
to  social  and  city  planners;  however,  the  scope  of  the  bibliography 
nakes   it   important  for  anyone  interested  in  the  relationship 
between  social  science  and  social  policy  planning  designed  to 
attack  urban  and  public  problems. 

This  is  a  selective  "working"  bibliography.   It  consists  of  the 
following  components:   (l)  a  list  of  principal  works;  (2)  fifteer. 
topic  sections;  and,  to  lend  concreteness  and  utility,  (3)  two 
additional  sections:  a  listing  of  illustrations  and  specific  cass 
studies;  and  a  beginning  list  of  relevant  periodicals  and  other 
resource  materials.  The  "principal  works"  listed  at  the  heglnrdsc^, 
are  inrportant  to  the  subject  and  some  of  these  may  be  found,  in 
whole  or  part,  in  other  sections  of  the  bibliography.  Each  topic 
section  is  divided  into  "Books  and  Monographs"  plus  "Articles, 
Papers,  and  Chapters." 

This  is  not  an  annotated  list.  However,  in  a  few  cases,  sone 
detail  of  the  concents  of  a  book  or  article  is  given  where  it  is 
felt  to  be  especially  useful  to  do  so.  Most  of  the  listings  here 
vore  written  or  published  in  the  1960's  and   1970' s,  mainly  fron 
1965  to  1975.  But  a  few  relevant  works  date  from  the  1950 's  or 
earlier.  The  remaining  comments  may  clarify  the  contents  of  the 
■bibliography  sections. 

A  plan  constitutes  a  policy;  however,  planning  itself  may  be  see~i 
as  a  form  of  social  action.   Social  science  seeks  to  define, 
analyze  and  understand  social  reality.  In  contrast,  planning 
endeavors  to  design  viable  plans  for  social  change.  Social  f3cie:.i?.e 
seeks  to  discover,  investigate  and  clarify  problems.  Planning 
seeks  to  modify  and  improve  problematical  conditions.  On  this 
basis,  the  first  section  of  the  bibliography  distinguishes  between 
ttudy  versus  action  by  viewing  social  science,  e.g.,  sociology,  as 
problem-finding,  and  planning  as  problem-solving. 

The  next  five  topic  sections  (ll  to  VI)  deal  with  the  relation-^hip 
between  theory,  methodology  and  research,  plus  their  applicatif n 
to  research  issues,  urban  problems,  and  planning.  The  next  fol- 
lowing six  topics  deal  with  policy,  its  study  and  use,  and 
e<ipecially  its  relationship  to  research  and  action.  This  is  a 
very  important  part  of  the  bibliography  because  policy  is  where 
social  science  and  planning  can  fruitfully  meet.  Policy  and 
policy  research  have  each  been  defined  as  a  guide  to  social  action. 
The  policy  sciences  "study  the  process  of  deciding  and  choosing, 
and  evaluate  the  relevance  of  available  knowledge  for  the  solution 
of  particular  problems,"  according  to  Lassvrell  (l97l).  Planning 
is  acccnplirned  lar^;3ly  through  decision-cakin,«Tj  makirg  choices 
among  alternativ'^s.  Tl-ie  policy  scienc^o  appro.u.vh  i?  being  -.ppi.Led 
1:5  such  ajreas  as  city  planning,  law  end  lucdemizaticvi. 
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This  part  of  the  "bibliography  includes  a  section  of  references  on 
the  meaning  of  "action"  and  the  relation  of  policy  to- various  forms 
of  action,  including  law,  public  administration  and  city  planning. 
But  to  illustrate  the  relation  of  policy  to  action  in  a  more 
definitive  way,  a  special  section  on  social  welfare  policy  and  the 
wealth  redistribution  process  is  also  provided.  This  literature 
is  oriented  toward  both  the  advancement  of  "discipline"  knowledge 
and  social  policy  understanding  and  formation.  It  examines  the 
■relative  importance  of  political  versus  socioeconomic  variables 
for  wealth  redistribution  via  social  welfare. 

A  section  on  social  indicators  is  included,  and  for  very  good 
reason.   Social  indicators  are  a  form  of  monitoring,  social  mea- 
surement and  social  accounting.  As  such  they  can  be  utilized  for 
policy,  planning  and  action.  They  not  only  function  to  integrate 
theory  and  data;  they  can  also  be  helpful  for  evaluation  research. 
And  evaluation  reseairch,  on  which  there  is  also  a  section  in  the 
bibliography,  can  be  employed  as  a  means  of  estimating  and  judging 
the  implementation  of  applied  research,  as  well  as  for  measuring 
the  achievement  of  program  goals  and  objectives. 

Closely  linked  to  these  tasks  of  monitoring,  measuring  and  evalua- 
ting, is  the  task  of  understanding  and  mastering  the  problems  and 
process  of  actually  utilizing  knowledge  and  research  for  policy, 
planning  and  action.  The  fifteenth  topic  section  of  the  biblio- 
graphy is  devoted  to  literature  on  such  utilization. 

To  make  the  bibliography  useful  beyond  these  fifteen  topic  sec- 
tions, we  have  added  a  list  of  case  studies  and  illustrations, 
plus  a  list  of  suggested  resource  materials. 

Most  of  the  listings  in  this  bibliography  were  gathered  (l)  for 
one  of  three  courses  on  "Planning  and  Social  Analysis,"  taught 
by  Professor  Jenkins  for  five  years;  and  (2)  for  recent  doctoral 
dissertation  work  by  Mr.  Seufert.  Also,  both  authors  share  an 
interest  in  the  social  aspects  of  planning  and  social  policy 
development.
